highly deſerv'd Fame to future Ages, Henry Duke of Nor- 
Folk, his Grandſon, beſtowing them on the Univerſity of Ox- 
ford, and are now orderly placed in the Walls incloſing 
the ſtately Theatre there. His Paintings likewiſe were nume- 
rous, and of the moſt excellent Maſters, having more of that 
exquiſite Painter Hans Holben, than were in the World be- 
fides. He had the Honour to be the firſt Perſon of Quality 
that ſet a Value on them in our Nation; being alſo the 
Perſon that brought in Uniformity in Building, and was Chief 
Commiſſioner to ſee it performed in London. He was likewiſe 
ſumptuous in his, Plate and Houſhold Stuff, and full of State 
and Magnificence in his Entertainments, eſpecially of Strangers, 
and at his Table very free and pleaſant. He was more learned 
in Men and Manmers than in Books, yet underſtood the La- 
tin 2 very well, and was Maſter of the Italian; was alſo 
a great FavourenW Learned Men, Sir Robert Cotton, Sir Henry 
Spelman, Mr. Camden, and Mr. Selden, being often admit- 
ted to him. He was a Perſon of great and univerſal Civility, 
but yet with ſuch Reſtriction, as that it forbid any to be bold 
or too free with him. He was a great Maſter of Order and 
Ceremony, and knew and kept greater Diftance towards = 
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3 Sovereign, than any Perfori' at Court, oſten complaining that | 
4 the too great Affability of the King, and the French Garb of 
) the Court would bring Maje/ty into Contempt. In Counct 
x7 he was Grave and Succinct, rather diſtharging his Conſcience 


and Honour, than complying with particular Intereſts, and ſo 
was never at the Head of - Buſineſs or Principal in Favour. 
He was free from Covetouſmeſs, and ſo much above a Bribe 
or Gratuity (for Favours done) as ho Perſon ever durſt 
tempt him with one. He was in his Relgiom no Bigot of 
Puritan, and profeſſed more to affect Moral Virtues than nice 
Queſtions and Conttoverſies.
